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FSSC UE ORES CEST IO 
Lebanon denial back to FCC 


The U.S, Court of Appeals has reversed 
an FCC order of March 6, 1973, which 
denied a petition by Lebanon Valley 
Radio Inc. for review of a decision by 
Ne commission’s review board in a Le- 
anon, Pa.-Catonsville, Md., AM pro- 
CLIPPING CORNER ceeding. The board had denied the eae 
tually exclusive applications of Lebanon 
Valley and Radio Catonsville Inc., for 
Broadcasting, Oct. 7, 1974 construction permits for AM stations to 
operate at Lebanon and Catonsville, re- 
spectively, The Lebanon denial was pro- 
posed by Hearing Examiner Millard 
French who had found the transmitter 
site listed in the application was no 
longer available and alleged that Lebanon 
Valley was guilty of misrepresentation. 

Later, in a civil Jaw suit between the 
owners of site and Lebanon Valley, a 
local court directed Lebanon Valley to 
execute a deed to the land in question. 
The review board then reopened the rec- 
ord but affirmed Examiner French's de- 
nial on grounds that the group’s prin- 
cipals had failed to meet PCC standards 
of “truthfulness and integrity.” : 

In remanding the case to FCC, the 
appeals court questioned the hearing ex- 
aminer’s findings and said the review 
board's findings were not supported by 
substantial evidence,
